It
stated 'that the permits for the pre-
ceding month—August—showed that
the Los Angeles total exceeded in
valuation the combined totals of
those issued during the same month
in San Francisco, Oakland, Port-
land and -Seattle.

According to this magazine Los
Angeles had $11,523,891 as’against
$6,214,082 'in San Francisco; $1,-
941,380 in Portland; $1,651,201 in
Oakland; and $1,200,740 in Seattle.
